WAHHINUION, January 26,—The speaker 


laid before the house the credentials of F. W.

From speeches made In favor of tbe 
bill It would seem It was Popo on trial, and 
he wanted to say a word In regard to tho vile. 
Blurs hurled at the man whose reputation, 
valor, gallantry and ability stood above that 
of at.y man who assailed him here. Who vrai 
John Pope? lie was born at the seat of gov- 
ernment In the state of Illinois educated at 
West Polut, brevetted three liincn for gal- 
lantry In 
Mexico, had never turned His 


back on tho foe or quilled in the face of Ills 
uneuilC'S. Though tonietiuies defeated it was 
because of his buuordinatp-,' trKirheo, and to 
his mind bj tho unqualified treason of some

The fire spread with remarkable rapidity and 
vtirUng at the «nH of thA prison ««x>p re»ehA'?

by the guards. It then, spread to tiro offices 
of the Northwestern Car Co., the entire front 
part of the building being a m<ra of flames.

Due of the lovp Hnnga i<* a rijurmngr-ment- 


aud rntraiMlation of twenty-live fragments of 
a much mutilated papyrus which has long 
pn/zled Egyptologists, aud Which, after flrst 
being mistaken for a book of magical incan- 
tations, and next for n romantic tale, at last 
proves lo bo a love trip recited by three trees 
—tin old sycamore, a young sycamore, and a 
tig tree in praise of a beautiful woman who. 
with her lover, frequents the garden where 
they gtovv. 'i he style of those songs, and 
especially of those entitled "Chansons recto- 
am us" (Harris papyrus No. 000) Is very sim- 
ilar to that of the song of Solomon, the Im- 
agery being largdlj borrowed from the same 
sources. The table Is tbe most remarkable 
novelty in the volume, being neither more nor 
ess than an Egyptian version (or ought we 
not say the FKyptlan original?) of the well- 
mown dispute of the "Bully aud tbe Mem- 
bers," This also is but a fragment, though per- 
fect as far as It goes. 
It opens thus: "Case 


of Belly vs. Head: wherein are published 
he pleadings made before-* the supreme 
udges in the presence ot the -president, who 
tept watch In order that tbe liar should be 
unmisketl. Accomplished were the custom- 
ary, rites due td the God who Is tbe hater of 
nlqulty." Then follows tbe boastful speech 
of the head, who claims to be queen of all 
he body; whose ejes see, whose ears hear, 
whose nostrils inhale the air, whose mouth 
has the gift of speech, etc. Written In afiue, 
cursive, lielrallc hand (apparently of the lat- 
er end of the twentieth dynasty) upon two 
small, wooden tablets, covered with stuccoed 
luen, this precious relic, which forms part of 
.he Tutin collection, would seem till now to 
have escaped the observation of Egyptolo- 
gists. To Prof. Maspero belongs the honor. 
of having discovered and translated jt. Wben 
t is remembered that Ur. Brugsch not long 
luce discovered part of an Egyptian version, 
if "The Lion and the Mouse," we may well 
* tempted to conclude that the land of tbe 
•baraohs was the birthplace of fable as well 
as of romance.
